victs pushed their way out of the 
.'tat? penitentiary here Monday, stab- 
bed a guard and two civilians, kid- 
naped and beat two women find threw 
Iho city into the wildest panic .since 
the bloody prison riot of 1929. 


Three of the men were soon cap- 


tured. Two others were sought by 
police throughout the state Monday 
night. 


Two of the captured men were so 


bloody anrl battered when they were 
returned to tho prison that they were 
rushed at once to the hospital for 
treatment for hullel wounds. There 
is was found they had not been shot 
but had been beaten in desperate 
struggles with civilians and guards 
outside the prison walls. 


Suddenly thrusting a knife at Joe 


Moschetti. M. labor overseer, the quin- 
tet moved out through a gate which 
had been opened ot admit a freight 
car. Moselielli was forced to accom- 
pany them. 


O'nce outside the wall the five scat- 


tered and hail amidst a hail of bullets 
from the prison towers. One. John 
Crosby, was struck by rocks kicked 
up by the bullets and fell, believing 
himself wounded. He was easily cap- 
tured. 


W. ,Y. Foster, 82, one of the found- 


ers of Hope, banker and commercial 
leader for two generations, died Mon- 
day night at his home on West Ave- 
nue B after an illness of three years. 


Funeral services were held Tuesday 


afternoon at 4 o'clock from the fam- 
ily residence, conducted by the Rev. 
Thomas Brewster, pastor of First 
Presbyterian church. Burial was in 
Rose Hill cemetery. 


Surviving are his widow, one son, 


Charles B. Foster of Shreveporl, a sis- 
ter, Mrs. C. A. Bridewell of Hope, a 
brother, W. C. Foster of Denver, Colo.

Born In Columbia County 


Born in Columbia county near Mag- 


nolia July IT. 1851. Mr. Foster came 
to Hope at the age of 22, soon after 
the 
Iron Mountain 
railroad. , now 


known as the Missouri Pacific system, 
was extended through here. 


His first business connection was 


the establishment of a hardware store, 
which was the city's first, ' He oper- 
ated the store a number of years. 


Taking of deposits from persons who 


trusted him with their money, led to 
a private banking business. He or- 
ganized as W. Y. Foster, banker. 


A number of years later Mr. Foster 


and Capt. J. T. West organized the 
Bank of Hope, located at Elm and 
Second streets, now the site of L. C. 
Burr & Co. 


Years later Mr. Foster organized the 


Hempstead County bank, serving as 
president. On one occasion years ago, 
when a default occurred, he put up 
the bulk of his fortune so that no de- 
positor would lose. 


Brought in Railroads 


Through his financial connections 


and close association with 
W. 
A. 


Buchanan and Mr. Winchell. he was 
instrumental in bringing the L. & A. 
and Frisco railroads to Hope. 


Other business enterprises Mr. Fos- 


ter headed as an executive were the 
Hope Cotton Oil company and the 
Hope Fertilizer company. 


Until his death he was the only 


surviving member of Hope's first town 
officials. He was among seven offic- 
ials chosen when the town was incor- 
porated. He was chairman 
of 
the 


committee which obtained water and 
lights systems for Hope. 


Ho held many public offices from 


alderman to school commissioner. At 
one time he was a trustee of Arkan- 
sas College. Batesvillo. 


When the city built its first water 


m.iins Mr. Foster loaned his private 
money for this project. He was in- 
s'niinental in erecting the present city 
hall. 


His other connections: Pa.'it presi- 


dent of the Arkansas Banker's asso- 
ciation; past member 
of 
Arkansas 


Stale Highway Commission; elder in 
First Presbyterian church; past presi- 
dent of Hempttead County Fair as- 
sociation and Hope Chamber of Com- 
merce; one of the originators of the 
Watermelon Festival. 


As a friend of the farmer, Mr. Fos- 


ter promoted and advocated farm di- 
crsification. 
Fifty-nine years ago he married 


Miss I'/.ora Crowson of Magnolia. Mr. '

to Rip-Rap Ditches 


With Rock 


A proposal to eliminate some of the 


city's mosquito breeding places was 
made public Tuesday by T. H. Avirett. 
district ; jpcrvisor of sanitation and 
malaria control of the Emergency Re- 
lief Administration. 


Mr. Avirett's plan is to straighten 


out and build permanent ditches to I 
drain water from the lower sections 
where no concrete curbs are main- 
tained. 


These ditches would be on an av- 


erage of 30 inches in depth with the 
bottom and walls of rock, cemented. 


Mr. Avirett said the city would, have 


to cooperate in furnishing a truck or 
wagon to haul dirt and rock. Plans 
are expected to be laid before Mayor 
Boyett as soon as a survey of the city 
is completed. 


The labor would be furnished by 


the State Emergency Relief Adminis- 
tration. Materials, rock and a truck 
or wagon would have to be donated as 
the new relief organization furnishes 
nothing but labor.

At market look for plants with 


plenty of good healthy leaves. Me-

green when cooked and dressed for 
the table.

How to Wash 


Although the washing of spinach 


" lr simple i*'s important. Always lift 


the leaver from one water hath to an- 
other. In this way the sand which 
settles to the bottom of the pan is 
not disturbed. It's a good plan, too. 
to let spinach stand in cold salt water 
for at least half an hour before clean- 
ing and looking over for cooking. This 
fre&hens any wilted leaves and draws 
out hidden insects. 


Cut. the leaves from the stems. The 


stems are hollow, arc apt to contain 
sand and furnish little food 
value. 


They take longer to cook than the 
leaver, and make it necessary to pro- 
long the cooking period if they are not 
discarded. 


After thoroughly washing let the 


leaves~3rain in a colander for a few 
minutes to remove excess water. Then 
Cook covered over a medium fire until 
steaming, about five minutes. Remove 
cover and toss lightly with a fork. 
Cook uncovered until tender and al- 
most dry 
Season with salt just be- i 


lore taking off (he fire. Drain if nee. j 
essary before adding additional seas-j 
oning and serving.
